Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Fish initiated the interview to discuss differences between the 
Applicant's claims and the prior art used as basis of the rejection filed 1/25/05. Mr. Fish contends that the combination 
of Chiu with Jorgensen was not applicable because of a technological incompatibility, rendering the rejection improper. 
The Office's position is that the "concepts" of the Chiu disclosure, specifically use of ACK and NACK packets for 
monitoring connection reliability, may be applied to the IPSec protocol used in Jorgensen. A further understanding of 
the differences between the Applicant's claims and the prior art was reached, as shown in allowable claim 21 , and Mr. 
Fish will consult the Applicant to determine whether to appeal the rejection or filed a RCE so that claim amendments 
can be entered that better illustrate the differences of the Applicant's invention over the prior art. . 
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
